ORDER 

New Delhi, (he 6th Febrtiary, 1979 
NOTIFICATION 

S.O. 74(E),—-In exercise of the powers conferred by Sec¬ 
tion 3 of the Essential Commodltfes Att, 1955 (TO of 1955), 
the Centra) Government hereby makes the following further 
order to amend (he Aluminium (Control) Order. 1970, 
namely '.— 


: EXTRAORDINARY [Part II— Sec. 3(ii)t 

1, (1) This order may be called the Alluminium (Control) 
Amendment Order, 1979, 

(2) Tt shall come into force on the date of its publication 
in the Official Gazette. 

2. In thre Aluminium (Control), Order, 1970.— 

(1) In clause 2,— 

(1) after sub-clause (a), the following sub-clause Trail 

be inserted, namely :— 

“(Ha) “auxiliary plant” means a foundry, a rolling mill, 
an extrusion press, a wire rod mill or any other 
plant of a similar nature for making products such 
as alloys, castings, rolled products, extruded pro¬ 
ducts and wire rods” ; 

(ii) in sub-clauso (ee), the following words shall be in¬ 

serted at the end, namely ;— 

“and includes the price fixed by the Central Government 
in respect of each producer, per tonne of unwrought 
aluminium produced and transferred by such pro¬ 
ducer to his auxiliary plant for further processing 
and sale as aluminium of different specifications”; 

(iii) in sub-clause (f), the following words shall be in¬ 
serted at the end, namely 

“and includes the price at which unwrought aluminium 
which is produced and transferred by a producer 
to his auxiliary plant for further processing and 
sale as aluminium of different specifications’’; 

(2) aftor clause 3, the following explanation shall be 
inserted, namely : — 

“Explanation :—For the purposes of this order, any trans¬ 
fer of unwrought aluminium produced by a producer (o 
his auxiliary plant for further processing and sale as alumi¬ 
nium of different specifications shall be deemed to be a sale 
and accordingly the sale price shall be fixed in pursuance of 
clause 4 in respect of such quantity of unwrought aluminium 
so transferred.’'; 

13) in clause 4, after the second proviso, the following 
proviso shall be inserted, namely ;— 

“Provided also that the Government may, by order, fix 
the sale price of unwrought aluminium produced by a pro¬ 
ducer and transferred by him to his auxiliary plant for further 
processing and sale as aluminium of different specifications”; 

(4) in clause 4A, for (fie words, “Such retention prices 
may also be fixed per tonne of ingot irrespective of the 
actual specification in which the aluminium produced may 
be sold by such producer”, the words, “Such retention prices 
tnuy also be fixed per tonne of unworught aluminium pro¬ 
duced and transferred by a producer to his auxiliary plant 
for further processing and yule as aluminium of different 
specifications , shall be substituted. 

(5) to sub-clause (2) of clause 4B, (he following proviso 
shall he added, namely 

"Provided lhat where the retention price of unwrought 
aluminium produced and transferred by a producer to his 
auxiliary plant for further processing and SBle as aluminium 
of different specifications is lower than the sale price, such 
producer shall, as soon au may be after each sale, and in any 
case nol later than such period as may be specified by the 
Controller in this behalf, pay into the Aluminium Regula¬ 
tion Account an amount equivalent (o the product of the 
difference between the sale price and the retention price in 
respect of each tonne of unwrought aluminium and the 
number of tonnes of aluminium sold by such producer and 
for which no sale price has been fixed. 

(6) to sub-clause (3) of clause 4B, (he following proviso 
shall be added, namely :-— 

“Provided (hat where the retention price of unwrought 
aluminium produced and transferred by a producer to his 
auxiliary plant for further processing and sale as aluminium 
of different specifications, is higher than the sale price, such 
producer shall be paid from ihe money standing to (he 
credit of Aluminium Regulation Account, an amount equiva¬ 
lent to the product of the difference between the retention 
price and sale price in respect of each tonne of unwrought 
aluminium and the number of ronnes of aluminium sold 
by such prqducer and for which no sale price has been 
fixed".
